Only 1% hours before Up- 
land City council received a 
recommeridation from Upland 
Safety council for installation 
of traffic signals at the inter- 
section of Foothil Blvd and 
Mountain Ave., the city’s first 
traffic fatality of the year re- 
stited from a two-car crash 
at the major intersection of 
Mountain with Route 66.
